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DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 1-14 have been canceled. Therefore, claims 15-28, are currently pending in this 
application.

This Application has been filed under 35 U.S.C. 371 as a national stage application of 
PCT/EP03/00058, filed January 07, 2003, which was published in German as International 
Patent Publication WO 03/059887 on July 24, 2003, which is entitled to the right of priority of 
German Patent Application 102 01 544.9, filed January, 2002. 

Previous Rejections/Objections 

Claim 15 was rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. Applicants amended claim 15, by deleting the term "isomer" from the claims, 
thereby overcoming the rejection. The objections of claims 16-28 is moot because claim 15 now 
is allowable. 
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Reasons for Allowance 



The instant invention is drawn to substituted 4-pyrazolyl pyrazoline compounds of Formula 



aryl or hetaryl group and the remaining variables are as defined in claim 15. The claims are 
also drawn to method of preparation of said compounds, pesticide comprising said 
compounds and method of use of said pyrazoline compounds. The closest prior art is DE 
101 35 551 , which discloses of the same formula wherein R3 is cyano, halogen, haloalkyl etc 
rather than aryl or heteroaryl of the instant application. None of the published compounds or 
methods anticipated, or rendered obvious, the reaction of the two chemical reactants claimed 
in claim 1 , of neither the invention nor their combination in the presence of other 
reagents/solvents comprising the limitation of claim 1. Therefore, claims 15-28 are 
allowable.
